pixel that is being processed corresponds to a dead pixel, wherein the pixel array and the dead 
pixel comparator circuitry are formed on a single integrated circuit, wherein the location 
processing means comprises a location shift register for indicating the digital location number of 
each of the pixels to the pixel array, the location comparator circuitry, and the location storage 
circuitry" in combination with other claimed elements.
